The use of a bricklayer's sand screen 
enables one to make a better miiture. 
So many local dealers are reported as 
not intending to handle fertilizers this 
ae&Bon. that some such plan may be' 
necessary in some sections.

spring sunshine. Incredible ai it may 
oeeln, there have bucn si'fiMg ncasoua 
just as disappoint in g as this, perhaps 
more bo. At any ratr, bemoaiing our

ever much ne may differ as regards 
what is the '-right." each individual 
has, let us hope, decided oonicieiitionaly, 
and it is nselesH now to ijocn-ato an to 
Ihe probahlu effect of thia decision on 
our rnturo.

No greater 
mistake was ever made, for while some- 
thing may be gained in present spaed, 
tho end is uo amount of bother and 
worry. Laud once plowed too wet 
does not recover during that crop sea- 
son, and often its disastrous effects ex- 
tend into the following year. A mis- 
take of almost equal gravity is to allow 
tim unpluwod tielda to stand "'"' 



surface before it becomes too dry. Thi; 
wilt prevent the crust from forming, 
prevents evaporation and keeps the 
luiid in good condition until the re 
lar plow eomea along. 

Another important point is to 
member that at this season it is o! 
benefit to turn any quantity of the 
subsoil to the surface, that should have 
beon done in the fall. It is too late 
now for it to be acted upon by sun and 
air and rain, that it may furnish addi- 
tional plant food for this year's crop, 
for corn, plow deep, but instead of 
bringing the subsoil to the surface, 
a. trabsoil plow, or folLow the ordinary 
turning plow with a long scooter in 
tho RUine furrow, thus leaving the 
subsoil broken, but in the bottom 
of the furrow. This may seem slow 
work when one is pressed for time, but 
thorough work in preparation pays the 
biggest returns. It has beon repeated- 
ly demonstrated that half tho area, 
with proper and careful attention to de- 
tails, vialds a greater profit and with 
less hard work, than twice the it umber 
of acres poorly prepared, Insufficiently 
manured and hastily and carelessly 
cultivated.

The passage of the bill for erect- 
ing a Coinage Mint in Denver, to 
be the besl equipped in the United 
States, if notin the world, and an 
appropriation of money for that pur- 
pose by the United Slates Congress, 
is a mark of recognition of the rich- 
est gold producing district on earth, 
as in the last 46 years the moun- 
tainous country we&t of Deover 
produced $1,085,89-2,068, which is 
practically one-fouvth of all the 
gold produced in the history of the 
worid for the past 400 years, which 
amounts to $8,399,101,000. For the 
last 10 years up to the decline in 
silver, this country produced 41.3 
per cent, of the tota 1 annual pro- 
duct of the world. 

Meanwhile, the business of 
mining gold aud silver in this coun- 
try is yet in its infancy. More 
profit has resulted from mining 
than from any other industry car- 
ried on in this country since the 
discovery of gold in California and 
the discovery of silver in Colorado.
